the backbone's edges. There is never 
u year without a few deaths from this 
cause, though you might eat mackerel 
scores of times without taking harm. 
¥et animals huve some way of detect- 
ing the poison, and a cat will not eat 
the flesh from the muackerel's spine if 
it is dungerous. It is not a question 
of stnieners—a perfectly fresh fish may 
be deadly and a stale one barmless.— 
Loudon Standard.
